BASIC PRINCIPLES OF AUDIO-VISUAL EDUCATION 


What is a valid concept of audio-visual ed- 
ucation in Christian education for our 
church today? The central ideas and primary 
aims are simple. Keep the audio-visual re- 
source secondary to the teaching ministry. 
The proclamation should come through the 
life and message of the Christian leader or 
teacher. Only the alert leader can tailor 
the filmstrip or film to his group. He 
alone lmows his people and the purpose of 
the lesson. The audio-visual material and 
equipment become necessary and very often 
indispensable tools. The tool is not glori- 
fied by the carpenter, it's the laborer who 
glorifies his saw and hammer by the use he 
has made of it. Each tool has its owm best 
use. A good workman Imows his tools. Know 
the audio-visual tools to use in order to 
further your Christian teaching purpose. 


Basic Principles 
hy Keep your teaching purpose central and 


the audio-visual tools an inconspicuous 
means to an end. 


2. Use a great variety of audio-visual 
methods and techniques to fit your purpose. 
For example, some teachers overuse flannel 
board, when many other media are available 
and perhaps better suited to carry the mes- 
sage of the lesson. 


3. Plan the complete use of the audio- 
visual media, considering the main purpose 
or purposes of the lesson and the age group 
you are reaching. 


4. Use audio-visual materials primarily to 
instruct and inform rather than to promote 
or entertain. 


5. Remember that what happens immediately 
following the "showing" is of vital import- 
ance. Translate principles into life through 
discussion and creative involvement. 


6. Use projected audio-visual materials as 
& stimulus to motivate a variety of creative 
activities, 


7. Beware of the film or filmstrip that al- 


ways ends ona moralizing note, If the 
story is good, it will carry its own truth. 
Let pupils make their own application. It 


will mean more to them to have done this 


spiritual work themselves, rather than to 


have you tell them. 


8. Try using audio-visual resources that 
pose a problem rather than those which pro- 
pose a pat solution. 


9. Remember that audio-visual materials 
suggested in the curriculum of our church 
have been carefully previewed by the writer 
or editor, and are highly recommended for 
the lesson. 


10. Experiment with new ways to use filn- 
strips and films in your Christian teaching. 
It would be dangerous and ridiculous to ex- 


pect a strict set of rules and regulations 
when there are so many new ideas, methods, 
and materials available to the growing

Importance of Previewin 

You cannot be sure how to use any audio- 
visual material well until you have pre- 
viewed it yourself. Previewing is a cardin- 
al virtue of the good teacher. Only by per- 
sonal preview can you be sure the media will 
fit your teaching purpose, 


Preview with reference to the use suggested 
in the curriculum, or printed program publi- 
cations. If a study guide is available, read 
it carefully before the preview. During 
your preview, keep pencil and paper handy. 
Note any discussion questions that occur to 
you as you see the pictures. Make notes on 
types of introductions and follow-up activ- 
ities. The preview can help in other ways. 
By this means you can discover whether or 
not the material is in good condition, pe 
the film is in three pieces, you will do 
well to find this out ahead of your presen- 
tation. 


Committee Previews 

Often a committee can be assigned to preview 
a filmstrip so they can later present it to 
the larger group. Assignments of various 
parts of the presentation are made to com- 
mittee members. Guidance by the teacher 
during the preview helps a committee make a 
vital presentation that will be integrated 
into the total lesson plan.
